The closest art to the instantly claimed invention is 
Bosetti ("Effects of Bioactive Glass on Macrophages Activation, Bioceramics, Volume 11, 
November 1998). Bosetti teaches Bioglass® that has early release of Na+ and Ca++ to 
macrophages. However, Bosetti does not link this to the direct application of Na, Ca or 
P directly to a wound or burn. Claims 12-13 and 18-26 remain in condition for 
allowance.
